The unprecedented action, which 


did not involve an actual diplomat- 
ic break with Finland, 
extended 


also to three counselors of the .i"in- 
nish legation and to the families of 
all four diplomats. 


The action, regardless of the in- 


cident which caused 
it, brought 


American-Finnish relations to their 
lowest 
point. 
It 
apparently 


increaseed the probability of a corn 
plete break with Finland although 
the United States government has 
thus far avoided that final rupurc 
in every crisis. 


The nature of the "inimical" ac- 


tivities was not disclosed. 


Only two days before this latest 


development of 
Allied 
pressure, 


the Finns had paid the 
regular 


$148,445.06 annual installment 
on 


a World War I debt to this govern- 
ment, maintaining their record as 
the only people still paying on such 
obligations. The balance of the debt 
is about $9,000,000. 


Ever since Finland became 
in 


volved in war with Russia 
and 


Great Britian three years ago—her 
second war with Russia in this dec- 
ade — Procope and legation aides 
have been forbidden by the State 
Department to engage in propagan- 
da activities on behalf of their 
country. They have been free to 
answer questions put to them by 
reporters, but could not 
initiate 


statements on their own. 


Since the Finnish legation 
re- 


mains open, Finland's top diplomat 
here now is Alexander Tresleff, the 
legation's 
secretary. The three 


counselors of legation who were in- 
cluded with Procope in the request 
to leave the country were T. O. 
Vahervuori, Urho Toivola and Ris- 
to Solanko.

He thinks perhaus 
after the war the little isle in Ta- 
jrawa atoll may become a sort of 
shrine. After all, its capture fol- 
lowed the bloodiest battle in ma- 
rine corps history. 


Virtually no palm trees remain. 


It takes 20 years to grow a pro- 
ducing palm tree in the Gilberts, 
this official said, and natives" can- 
not live without productive palm 
trees. So they won't return. 


And since the Gilbertese natives 


own the land in their islands, some- 
one must pay for the war's dam- 
age to their property. 


Major F. G. L. Holland, British 


commissioner on Abemama, who

INGATE guided the party up to the forward post 
where trestle-tables had been laid out, candles lit and 


a feast prepared for them. There were large bowls of fruit 
and cans of rich, sweet condensed milk, for which every 
man had longed for weeks; That night, for the first time 
in months, they slept certain of seeing the sup rise. 


After a forty-eight hour rest, they marched to rear head- 


quarters where a tremendous reception awaited them. 
Here they \vere given now clothes and a doctor treated 
their cuts and scars. 


At Imphal all of the returning men were promptly 


pushed into hospital. They had lost'an average of 15 
pounds apiece. Most of them developed malaria. When 
they left the hospital Wingato saw that each man got fU'o 
weeks' leave. 


Groups were trickling Into Imphal daily , 
"We'll fight until there Isn't a Jap left In Burma," Wingalo said. 


News of the expedition continued to remain a closely 


guarded secret. Groups were still trickling Into Imphal 
daily. Every morning Wingate and his officers checked 
over the previous day's list of survivors and newly re- 
ported casualties. Considering the nature of the campaign 
and the results achieved, Wingate accomplished his mission 
at a relatively low cost in men nnd equipment. 


At Imphal, the column commanders had the painful task 


of drawing up lists of the men believed taken prisoner. 
One major headed his report: "Prisoners—presumed 
killed." A headquarters olllcial wrote back nciclly point- 
ing out that there was no such designation' in military 
terminology. The major penned n six-word reply: "Sir, 
we are fighting the Japanese." 


When news of Wingnte's raid was released, a correspond- 


ent went to interview him in New Delhi. He found hint} 
pacing up and down his room, stripped to a pair of shorts ' 
while he dictated his report. "If there's anything more' 


, strenuous than leading an expedition behind enemy lines," 
Wlngnte said, "it's writing a report about it."

Hotel to celebrate. Wingate turned up in his old bush shirt 
and famous helmet.

on the ballot 
at the next 


general 
election at least 
10,000 


signatures to petitions 
arc being 


sought throughout the state. 


Since the successful passage of 


the measure 
will strengthen the 


possibilities of library service in 
counties now without library ser- 
vice, 
petitions 
and instructions 


have been mailed librarians and 
friends of libraries in these coun- 
ties with the expectation that they 
too will 
work for the 
measure. 


Successful passage of the amend- 
ment will bring within the realm 
of possibility of librarians' salaries, 
stronger 
book 
collections, new 


libraries will be the ultimate re- 
sult. 


The first step, passage of the 


amendment, is not to vote a tax 
but to obtain permission to do so 
wherever necessary. 10,000 signa- 
tures will place the amendment on 
the ballot in the November election.
